Many other methods 
of raising the proposed expenditure | 0: 
for rehabilitation of the too-long- 
neglected state institutions are being 
‘proposed, one which is apparently 
ifinding some support _being a pro- 
| posed amusement tax on admission 
,tickets to all places of amusement. 
This proposition is fathered by Speak- 
‘er Ming and he and the Governor are 
‘holding conferences in regard to it, 
With the possibility that a compro- 
jmise may be effected. The proposed 
amusement tax would impose a five- 
‘cent tax on all tickets under one dol- 
‘lar, with exemptions on church, Leg- 
jion and other non-profit attractions, 
and it is estimated that this tax would 
jbring in about seven to eight mil- 
lions. Mr. Ming proposes that one 
{million of this fund shall go to the 
irelief of the poorer school districts of 
the state and is of the opinion that 
the balance will take care of the pro- 
| nosed rebuilding program of state 
institutions advocated by Governor 
Green. 

The proposition presented by a De- 
troit member to consolidate a number 
of the northern counties of the lower 
peninsula has met with a storm of 
protest from the counties mentioned. 
'The people of these counties, as 
' voiced by their newspapers and their 
jJegislators, say that when they need 
‘such legislation they will ask for it 
themselves and that they believe they 
are as well qualified to know what 
they want as the Wayne county mem- 
bers of the Jegislature. 

Representative Ate Dykstra has in- 
troduced a bill proposing a three-way 
split of the weight tax money by 
which one-third would go to cities, 
villages and counties. Many Wayne 
county members favor the proposi- 
tion, but up-state legislators are not 
so enthusiastic about it. 

Representative John Holland of 
Bessemer, serving his.seventh term, 
made his first appearance of the ses- 
sion this week, having been detained 
at home by illness. 

Representative Milton R. Palmer of 
Detroit proposes a constitutional 
amendment permitting the appoint- 
‘ment of circuit judges for life, doing 
away with their election and taking 
it out of politics.

a@bilfty and successful banking expe- 
rience, 

it is also a part of this.policy that 
the bank commissioner's ability to 
serve well should be strengthened by 
providing him with adequate forces of 
bank examiners, selected on the basis 
of merit from men haring the requl- 
aite qualifications of honesty. ability, 
training and banking knowledge to 
carry out the duties of thetr offices on 
the highsst plane of usefulness to the 
public as well as to banking. 


The Trend of State Laws 


The Association’s State Bank Divi. 
sion has recently concluded a nation- 
wide survey of state banking leg)sla- 
tion and conditions and {n genera} has 
discovered a definite trend along the 
following lnes: 

There is a distinct tendency among 
the states to raise the minimum capi 
tal required for banking institutions 
to 825.000 and also to give the bank 
commissioners or the banking boards 
sole power as to the granting of char- 
ters for new banks, thus enabling 
them to use discretion as to the neod 


or desirability of added banking facfi- 
ties or the fitness of the organizers t? 
enter the banking field. In this con- 
fection many states are creating 
banking boards to act in an advisory 
capacity with the state bank commis 
sioners. 

There has also been observed a 
tendency to increase the compensa. 
tion of the bank commissloners and to 
lengthen their terms of office and to 
give them power to appoint necessary 
Geputios and examiners 80 as to build 
ap an adequate force to carry out their 
fresponsibiiities and duties AD impor

AMERICA LEADS THE 
WORLD IN SAVINGS 


The past year saw the greatest 
gains {n savings {n a single tweive 
month ever recorded in the United 
States, bringing the total savings de- 
posits {n banks to over $28,400,000,000 
on June 30, 1928, beld in more than 
53,000,000 individual accounts, ft is 
reported by the American Bankers As: 
sociation. These are the biggest fig: 
ures in this field shown by any coun- 
try {in the world. 

These figures are (ndicative of pros 
perity more general than any time 
since the business depression of 1920, 
the report declares. Only three states 
failed to show a gain and the 1928 
volume of savings constituted an t{n- 
crease of more than $2,327,000,000 
above the 1927 figure. The gain per 
inhabftant for 1928 over 1927 wag $17 
and the ga(o in number of savings de. 
positors was 2,496.079, an increase 
of 5.2% as against a -growth In the 
population of the country of 1.2%. 

The gain in savings per inhabitant 
in New England and the Middle At. 
tantic states over the previous year 
was $36. These groups of atates, with 
29.9% of the population of the United 
States and 62.8% of the total savings 
deposits, have the largest savings rate 
$461 per inhabitant, of any area in the 
world. Thea per caplta savings for the 
United States as a whole this year 
stands at $237 as compared with $220 
last year.

Boarders ordinarily return some 
profit to the boarding keeper, but the 
“boarder” cow does not even pay for 
her keep.

Department of Agriculture, and feed 
the remainder according to their 
ability to produce. 


It is better to find out now whether 
the farm tractor is in good condition: 
than to learn later, in the busy sea- 
;son, that it is not; and the only re- 
liable way to check it up is to run it 
for a few hours and test it thorough- | 
ly. A tractor engine will often run 
well while idling, but will heat or 
/develop only part of its maximum 
power when pulling a heavy loud or 
cperating machinery. 

In choosing grain as a source of 
{protein for the dairy cow’s ration, 
the amount of protein in the rough- | 
ages should be considered. If she is 
getting roughages that contain little 
protein, such as corn. silage, carn 
stober, or grass hay, she should have 
a grain ration with 24 per cent total| 
protein. If she is getting one or 
more of these roughages along with 
legume hay, which is relatively rich 
in protein, give a grain ration con-,| 
taining 18 to 20 per cent total protein. 
If only legume hay is being fed for 
roughage, the grain ration should 
have 12 to 15 per cent total protein. 


Muskrat raising has the advantage 
over the production of most other fur- 
bearing animals in that muskrats feed 
and breed when left to themselves, 
and al] the owner of a marshland has 
to do is to maintain an attitude of 
“watchful waiting” until the trapping 
season.
